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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The indicated allowability of claims 1 3-1 5 is withdrawn in view of the newly 
discovered references to Abecassis, U.S. 6,504,990. Rejections based on the newly 
cited reference follow. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b). by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 13-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Abecassis. U.S. Patent No. 6,504,990. 

Regarding claims 13-15, Abecassis discloses a system for synchronously 
delivering complementary data through a network, the system comprising: 

a control unit (reads on video server) (col. 13.lines 9-16 and col. 15, lines 41-45); 
a first device (and video monitor) connected to the control unit through the network ; and 
a second device connected to the control unit through the network, wherein the control 
unit synchronously delivers complementary data to the first device and the second 
device, wherein the first device is a vehicle navigation system and wherein the 
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complementary data includes navigational video data delivered to the first device and 
supplementary data (and audio data and/or subtitles) delivered to the second device 
(col. 4Jines 55-64; col. 15.lines 41-45; col. 22.lines 30-38; col. 27,lines 28-63; and col. 
52 Jines 13-57). 

Conclusion
